RECORD FROSH YEAR 
AT GEORGIA FORECAST 


Athens, Ga., September 14.—An- 
nouncement that about 475 freshmen 


have already been enrolled as mem- 
bers of the 1928-29 freshman class has 
given rise to the prediction here that 
this year’s assembly of first-year men 
will exced in size any within the long 
line of classes that have matriculated 
at the University of Georgia, Fresh- 
man week began Wednesday. 

This influx of new students will 
surpass the figure of the last session 
by approximately 100, university rec- 
ords indicate.

Paris, September 14.—A movement 
for a national cheer for French ath- 
letes is under way.

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Charleston, 8S. C., September 14.— 
(P)—Warped and scarred from the 
explosion last Wednesday morning 
that cost the lives of five members 
of her crew, the tanker Shreveport 


limped into port here under her own 
power today. She was mannaed by a 
salvage crew from the Mariner’s Har- 
bor, who boarded her after the regu- 
lar crew had abandoned her at sea, 
a flaming derelict. 

The vessel’s only cargo was the 
charred remains of three members of 
her crew who perished on board. One 
other died after his shipmates had 
rescued him from the burning vessel, 
and the fifth, John Wolfinger, the 
boatswain, who was picked up by the 
Clyde liner Mohawk, after clinging 12 
hours to a life ring, died in a local 
hospital this morning. His injuries, 
coupled with the shock and exposure, 
proved too severe for his recovery. 


Claims Ship As Prize. 


Nine men sailed the Shreveport into 
the harbor here and dropped her 
anchor off the west end of Sullivan’s 
island. ‘They were commanded by 
Captain J. F. Swanson, master of the 
Mariner’s Harbor, who, with his picked 
crew, boarded the Shreveport and 
claimed her as his prize. 

Captain Swanson found the tanker 
adrift near Frying Pan shoals, where 
her crew had left her and made the 
escape in two small life boats. The 
29 who.left the vessel alive were 
picked up by the Spanish ship Al- 
decoa and brought into Southport, 
N. C. 

The fire which broke out after the 
explosion had about burned itself out, 
the captain reported, and Michael Bo- 
nicos, chief engineer of the salvage 
crew, and Elie C. Caraynis, chief 
mate, were sent aboard for an in- 
spection. 

Fire Still Smoulders. 

The fire still was smouldering 
slightly amidskips and the decks were 
scorching hot, but in spite of this they 
made their way aft from the bow to 
the damaged pilot house and bridge 
deck. They found the heaviest dam- 
age here, the bridge deck being prac- 
tically blown away. Continuing on 
into the shelter deck abaft the 
bridge, Bonicos and Caraynis came 
across the charred remains of the 
three seamen who were killed by the 
blast. They appeared to have been 
rendered unconscious by the first ex- 
plosion, they reported, and later were 
cremated by the flames which liched 
up out of No. 2 hatch and into the 
shelter deck. 

Identification was impossible, they 
said. The remains were gathered into 
a cotton sack to await inspection by 
proper  authcrities. They were 
thought to be A. Bergman, chief 
mate; D. M. Dagaro, pumpman, and 
Sven Person, machinist. 

One End Undamaged. 

The after end, where the engine 
room and crews’ quarters are located, 
was found to be practically undam- 
aged. Steam had died out of the 
boilers. An inspection of the crew’s 
saloon indicated that the blast prob- 
ably had occurred shortly before 
breakfast.

Famous Shaker 


DEATH TAKES ONLY SURVIVOR 


Colony Finally Dies Out 


Lebanon, Ohio, September 14.—(?) 
The once famous and prosperous 
Shaker colony at New Union, near 
here, has passed into history with the 
aeath of its director and last survtvur, 
James F. Hennessey. 


Organized in 1805, the colony of 
religious communists prospered and 
grew to an enrollment of 3,000 mem- 
bers owning 4,500 acres of land in 
the latter part of the last century. 
Since then, however, membership has 
steadily dwindled. 


Marriage did not exist in the col- 
ony. The only additions to the mem- 
bership were by conversion to the 
faith. The belief was said to have 
originated in England, though the 
parent organization in the United 
States was the Shaker colony at Le 
banon, N. Y. 

Fennessey, born,in Cincinnati in 
1852, joined the colony in 1882. At 
that time the colony was extraordi- 
narily prosperous, but later came into 


the parent colony and placed Fennes- 
sey at the helm as director. He took 
the leadership at a time when the 
colony faced an indebtedness of ap- 
proximately $160,000. He brought the 
colony out of debt and established re- 
sources well over $500,000. 

Fennessey continued at the head of 
the colony, but members tired of the 
life and drifted away. He himself, in 
the latter years of his life, said the 
communist idea had many disadvan- 
tages, especially because of the Shak- 
ers’ belief in regard to marriage. The 
greatest disadvantage of the ‘life was 
the lack of any incentive for individ- 
nual attainment, he said. 

In 1912 the United Brethren church 
bought the property for approximately 
$350,000 and established a children’s 
and old people’s home. The provision 
was made, however, that any Shakers 
residing there at the time might live 
at the colony the remainder of their 
lives. By 1920 all but five had left,

JAWORSKI. INDICTED 


Cleveland, September 14.—(#)—An 
indictment charging Paul Jaworski, 
confessed killer and robber, with first 
degree murder was returned today 
by the Cuyghoga (Cleveland) oounty 
grand jury. 

The bill charges Jaworski with the 
death of Patrolman Anthony Wiec- 
zorek, who was shot to death yester- 
day in a fight that ended in Jawor- 
ski's capture after a nation-wide 
search. 

Kdward C. Stanton, county prose- 
cutor, said he would request a com- 
mon pleas judge to go to the prison 
ward at City hospital, where Jawor- 
ski is confined, so that the indictment 
could be served at once and a plea 
entered. He said that the trial would 
be arranged as soon as Jaworski is 
able to leave the hospital. 

Jaworski today admitted participa- 
Aon in the $10,000 robbery of the De 
troit News pay roll a few months ago, 
Detective Sergeant Emil Ziegler an- 
nounced. One policeman was killed 
and another was shot during a hold- 
up. 

Jaworski, however, denied to news- 
papermen that he had done .any “jobs” 
since he escaped from the Allegheny 
county (Pennsylvania) jail a year ago. 

He also told Detective Lieutenant 
Frank Story that he was preparing 
to return to Pittsburgh to “shoot his 
brother out of jail with a machine 
gun” when he was captured. The 
detective said Jaworski told him that 
his brother, Sam Jaworski, was being 
held in a Pittsburgh jail on a charge 
of aiding him in his sensational jail 
break. 

With Jaworski believed dying, po- 
lice turned their efforts to finding 
Vasbinder. Early today 60 police- 
men searched apartment houses in a 
part of the city where Jaworski said 
he had been living with Vasbinder. 
Their hunt was futile and they decided 
that Jaworski had intentionally led 
them astray.

Gompers, Duncan and Morrison— 
which has pointed its course almost 
since its inception. 


Back in 1894, “Jim,” as the popular 
labor leader and orator was known, 
was named second vice president of 
the federation, and four years later 
he was elected to the post he held 
continuously until his death. Only 
Samuel Gompers, president from 1885 
to 1924, excceded his service as a na- 
tional officer. Frank Morrison, sec- 
retary, has held office since 1897. 

President Green and Morrison will 
be among the mourners at the last 
yites for the dead leader to be held 

nt Quiney Monday. Members of or- 
ganized Jabor, and particularly the 
Granite Cutters’ International asso- 
ciation, of which he was president, 
nre expected to be present in large 
numbers. 

“He was a militant trade unionist 
who believed every organization should 
stand on its own bottom,” Morrison 
said today. “No man had a_ greater 
fund of information on the trade union 
movement and none was more willing 
or enpable to defend’ or advance it.

Duncan was held in high regard by 
President Wilson who appointed him 
to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion.

In 1917 Wilson named him with 
five others on a mission to Russia as 
envoy extraordinary and in 1919 ap- 
pointed him a member of the Ameri- 
can labor mission to the Paris peace 
conference.

URTIS STARTS 


Washington, September 14.—(/)-—~ 
A trail leading through the battle 
fields of the republican pre-convention 
struggle in the farming west and dou- 
bling back over the path to be followed 
by Governor Smith lay today before 
Senator Curtis, the republican vice 
presidential nominee. 

The senator sets out to fly the re- 
publican colors over this widespread- 
ing area late today. He faces a 0,000- 
mile journey through 13 states and 
has been given only 14 days by the 
national committee in which to make

In his baggage, already stained by
